I think it 
may bo gathered from the report of ‘the 
Jupiter, 2¢Hogg, Ad. 221, that the. facts 
ere “disclosed justified the ‘carpenters 
lesviug the, ship and would entitle him to 
sue for wages, but independently of that 
there was abundant exguse for this man 
-going away from the ship on the firat op- 
portunity in consequence of the ill-treat- 
ment of the captain and officers, Imeland 
4 BStepbeus, 3. Esp. 269, Edward »., 
lnvellick, IV. E. & B., 69, and [think ho is 
entitled to bring this anit bere for his 
wages. It-is unnecessary to docide the 
question of insufficiency of food, but 1 may. 
observe thatthe in never put up a 
copy of articles in the forecastle: that ho 
radmits that the men frequently saked for 
more bread, that Burke who gave out the, 
provisions from-Bormuda to Batavia and 
is now in this Colony was not called, and’ 
that his own witness Vincent states that 
thoy had not moré than one half their meat 
allowance ; on the other hand, they clearly 
had a lot of substitutes, and the mate who 
took ch-rge of the commissariat from Bata- 
via to Kobe swears that he gave them the 
allowances as per articles. Jt is not unim- 
portant, moreover, that two-of the wit- 
esses for the carpenter never complain- 
ed.to the Consul at Kobe of the insuffi- 
pionoy of théir food; but the reason for 
this they say is that they had had the 
bumbeat for a month which made them. 
forget the hunger of the past,—a atate- 
ment which is not improbable, Let us now 
examine,the defence of payment. This is 


more-difficult, because of the unsatisfactory-| - 


state of the accounts, The Captain says he 
reduced the carpenter’s wagea on. the 1bth 
“October from £5.108, to:£3 10s. per month, 
on the ground of incompetency. He states 
that this entry was read over to him in the 
csbin about a fortnight before they. got to 
Apjer in presence of the obief officer. ‘It 
Was not read at the time, and it ig not ous- 
towary to dé 50.” He saye he told him 
about it before, snd he caldulates the 
‘carpenter’s..wages at £3 10s. instead of 
£5'l0s. for the whole voyage. Now the 
mate gave general evidence corroborating 
the captain until I pointed out to him a 
circumstance in the keeping of the log 
which could not be explained on tha as- 
sumption that the captain was right, It’ is 
thua—wise—on'-pago 14, which is a left 
band page,—there is on ontry at the 
foot of the -page dated September 2ith, 
The~succeediny entry on page 16; the right, 
hand page, is January Gth, Batavia Roads, 
roferring to the.ctealing of soap by Gus. 
‘Esonhardt, and the next entry is at the top 
of page 16, October 2nd, Then there ia an 
entry of October 11th, and then comes the 
carpenter’s entry of October 16th ;. on page 
17 come thrée entries of Deceraber 80th and 
Biat,-atid on pnge 18 comes an otitry, of 
January 17th and succoediig dates. Now 
C think it is very obvious’ that the entrics 
October and December were. made after 
those of January 6th, for that entry-follows 
quits close and naturally on the 26th Sop. 
tember one. But’ what says the mate? “I 
recollect. slgning the.entry of the 6th Janu- 
ary on the morning the affair occurred.” 
*L will not awour that any of those October 
entries were made bofore the 6tb: Janusry. 
{certainly now think that those entries 
were made after the 6th January. ‘I see 
the entry of February 8th about Raabd’s 
death.” I swear that-I only signed that 
before going to the Consul at Kobe.” Now 
it is evidently that no. reliance can ‘be 
placed on the. official log, kept as-it has 
been, and when we find on its face evidence 
contradicting that. given by both the 
mate and captain who signed tho ‘entries 
in it, their present testimony to the 
fact ot disrating or apnouncing the reduc: 
tion of the wages contradicts themaelves 
and ia untrustworthy and porfectly worth- 
less, especially asthe carpenter denies ever 
having been told that he was reduced, 
whilst it ia proved. that he still did car- 
penter’s work and lived in “the house” 
and not in the forecastle, I thetefore om 
of opinion that the carpenter's wages should 
ha’ calculated ' at “£5 "10s. -per’ month 
throughout all the voyage till his leaving 
at.Kobe. . With reference to the account, 


Laccept the carpenter's statement that lie 


only got $250 warth from the bumboat 
man, The captain kept no wages book and 
no accounts, and only scraps of paper, and 
the account was. made out after leaving 
Kobg. Moreover, ho-said that he must 
have had Stetting’s approval of the bum- 
boatman’s account before payment, and then 
admitted that he only paid the bumboatman 
at tho last, when clearly Stetting could not. 
havo signed, He pone to produce the 
accounts, buthe did not, and-as 25 cents 
was all that he a‘lowed the men to get from 
the bumboat, and the carpenter says he was 
treated the same, I only allow that amount. 
The captain seems placed-in this dilemma.
